CONSTITUTION 

Aptlpl«  I  -Organisation. 

Sec.  1— The  name  of  this  Association  shall  »)e  "  Thk 
Cam;ary  Poultry  and  Pet  Stock  Association." 

Sec.  2— The  office  and  chief  place  of  business  shall 
be  in  the  City  of  Calgary.  Province  of  All>erta,  Canada. 

Sec.  3— The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to 
promote,  develop,  encourage  and  improve  the  breed- 
ing and  exhibition  of  pure-bred  Poultrv,  Pigeons,  Pet 
Stock  and  Water  fowl  amongst  its  njembers  ;  to  hold 
Poultry  Shows,  Exhibitions  and  Competitions;  to 
protect,  encourage  and  assist  its  members,  and  to  affil- 
iate with  other  Poultry  Associations  in  the  pursuit  of 
these  objects. 

Artiela  11— Mambarship. 

Sec.  1— The  membership  of  this  Association  shall 
consist  of  all  persons  not  of  African  or  Asiatic  descent 
or  extraction,  who  enroll  as  members  with  the 
secretary-treasurer,  and  pay  the  membership  fee,  but 
no  person  debarred,  under  suspension,  or  expelled  by 
this  Association,  or  by  any  Association  with  which 
this  Association  is  affiliated,  will  be  entitled  to  become 
or  remain  a  member  of  this  Association  during  the 
term  of  such  debarment,  suspension  or  expulsion. 

Sec.  2— All  honorary  officers  of  the  Association 
shall  be  entitled  to  membership  solelv  bv  virtue  of 
their  office  notwithstanding  any  conditions' mentirned 
in  Sec.  1  of  this  article. 

Sec.  3— Any  person  becoming  a  member  of  this 
Association  shall  be  considered  as  having  agreed  to 
the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  this  Association  and 
to  any  amendments  thereto,  and  to  such  other  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  Association  may  from  time  to 
time  enact.
